A New Phase of Divorce Lnw. 


Since the courts of the slate of New York decline lo recog- 


nize as valid a divorce obtained in another jurisdiction apmst 
a citizen of that stale where he has neither appeared nor an- 
swered in Ihc action, and where no personal service has been 
made upon him within that jurisdiction, is il a good defense in 
an action for criminal conversation lhal defendant had mar- 
ried the plaintiff's wife after she had obtained a divorce from 
Ihe plaintiff in another stale" without personal service upon 
him in that slate or appearance by him? This question arises 
in the action of Bemey vs. Adriance. The plaintiff and his 
wife were married in Pennsylvania in 1883. Thereafler they 
removed to New York, where in 1902 plaintiff voluntarily 
abandoned his wife and two children In shift for themselves as 
best they could, never thereaflor contribuling lo their support 
of attempting to briiiR about' a reconciliation. Later the wile 
removed lo South Dakota, where, after residing there a lime, 
she commenced an action against her husband for absolute 
divorce for desertion. Upon subsliluled service a linal decree 
was rendered, Ihe husband making no appearance. She then 
returned lo New York, but soon left for New Jersey, where 
she was married lo defendant. She and her husband then re- 
moved to New York, where her former husband brought Uiis 
action against her present husband for criminal conversation.

amount of $2,500." On appeal lo Ihe Supreme Court, Ap- 
pellate Division, Ihe court holds thai defendant's marriage lo 
plaintiff's wife is no defense, since the South Dakota divorce 
is of no validity for any purpose in New York, and-Ibis even 
though Ihe courts of New Jersey mighl recognize Ihe decree 
as binding upon a citizen of thai slate under the circumstances 
of Ibis case, As lo the damages, the court holds lhal Ihe veiv 
did is excessive, entitling defeudaiil lo a new (rial.

Why no! comply with the order 
before Ihe ground freezes—il would make il much nicer for 
Ihe carrier in the winter when the snow drills—Ihere are also 
a few stretches of road on which weeds have not been nil 
which will be bad when the snow drifts Ibis winler, A slilch 
in lime may bring you mail more regularly during Ihe wiuler 
months.
